The stud^ent council met Mon- 

day, Nov. 12, to discuss the away 
basketball trip to Notre Dame, 
Des. 1, and the second annual 
council-sponsored Chrismas dance, 
Dec. 8. ' 

Student council secretary John 
Cates announced that there would 
be only 100 tickets available to 
St. Joseph’s students for the 
Notre Dame game and that 25 
tickets would be allotted to each 
class. Everyone traveling to 
South Bend for the game will 
have to go on student buses. 
The hall repesentatives will meet 
to discuss other ways of procur- 
ing more tickets for the game. 

Social committee chairman Jim 
Tuerff announced that the next 
mixer on campus is scheduled for 
Jan. 12. 

Admission to the Christmas 
dance, scheduled for Dec. 8 and 
sponsored by the student council, 
will be free. A $2.00 deposit will 
'be required of all those students 
planning to attend. It will be re- 
turned at the door. The number 
of students allowed to attend will 
be limited to 176. 

John O’Riordan,' chairman of 
the publicity committee, announc- 
ed that Bill MacDonald and 
Bernie • Saunders have been ap- 
pointed members of his commit- 
tee. He also drew attention to the 
performance of the ^.glee club 
scheduled for Saturday, Nov. 17, 
at 8 p.m. in' the auditorium.

Coach John Jordan hopes 
to -improve on last years 6-17 
record with the help of the* 
best group of sophomore 
cagers in Notre DamiP^liistory. 
Three sophomores who will 
very probably break into the 
starting lineup in the front 
line include; Jay Miller, 6-4 
forward, Ron Reed, 6-5 for- 
ward and 6-9 center Walt 
Sahm. All three of these boys 
are products of Indiana high 
schools.

The loss ends the Pumas’ 
1962 season with a 4-4-1 
. overall mark and a 3-3 ICC 
record, good for a fourth 
...place tie with DePauw behind 
champion Butler (4-1-1) and 
Indiana State and Valparaiso 
(4-2). 


Indiana State closes its season 
with a 5-3 overall mark. 

The Pumas threatened to score 
first late in the first quarter 
when they drove from their 37 to 
the Sycamores’ 16 in nine plays. 

The drive stalled, however, when 
halfback Phil Zera gained one 
yard, fullback Chuck Ryan gained 
one, Zera lost 16 and the Pumas 
were penalized 16 yards for clip- 
'ping to set them back to he Indi- 
ana State 46. 

This was the game’s only ser- 
ious scoring threat until late in 
the third quarter when Indiana 
State took the ball following full- 
back Dennis Houlihan’s 26-yard 
punt to the St. Joe 37. '

The 1962 Pumas ended their football season on a sad note, as they 
dropped a 16-0 decision to Indiana State. The defeat dropped St. Joe 
to a fourth 'Tlace tie^ m ICC and evened thWr season’s record at 
four wins, four losses and one tie. 

Saturday’s game was a dismal repeat of all of St. Joe’s 
failures in the ICC. Against Indiana State, as well . as Ball 
State and DePauw, the Pumas were plagued by poor passing, 
frequent penalties, and general inconsistency. The combination 
of these factors netted a point production of zero against each 
of the three opponents.

A native of Havana, a member 
of the anti-Castro underground 
movement, and now a student at 
St. Joseph’s college. These are 
but three significant points of in- 
terest in the life of 18-year-old 
Octavio Galban. 

In December of 1961, Octa- 
vio and his 21-year-old broth-*^' 
er flew to Miami with 66 
pounds of luggage and the 
clothes on their backs. 

This flight terminated for Dcta- 
vio a year’s activities as a mem- 
ber of the Movimiento Democrats 
Cristiano, an anti-Castro organi- 
zation with a membership of 
several thousand. As a member 
of the Movimiento, Octavio acted 
as messenger among the various 
underground leaders 'in Havana. 
Detection , of Octavio’s affiliation 
with this counter-revolutionary 
movement would have meant cer- 
tain imprisonment. 

The main purpose of the Movi- 
miento was to help American-sup- 
plied forces succeed in the Bay 
of Pigs invasion of 1961. Octavio’s 
Movimiento group was to attack 
a secret police headquarters, re- 
lease the prisoners there, and 
create general confusion. How- 
ever, the signal from the United 
States announcing the time of the 
‘invasion failed to reach the 
Movimiento Democrata Cristiano 
or any of the other Cuban under- 
ground organizations. As *a re- 
sult, the organization was not 
totally; prepared for the invasion. 

After the unsuccessful invasion, 
many of the counter-revolution- 
' aries were captured and imprison- 
ed. Octavio’s affiliation with the 
, Movimiento remained undetected, 
so he . arrived in America last- 
year.

Octavio’s mother, who knew 
nothing of his underground 
activities, and his two sisters 
are still in Cuba, and although 
he has not heard from them in 

two months, he has^ hopes 

that they will be able to come 
to America. 

He also has two Half-brothers 
in the United States and another 
brother in the United States 
Army. Octavio’s home away from. 


Cuba is at ' Mount Saviour Mon- 
astery, Elmira, New'-York, where 
he lives with his half-brother, a 
Benedictine monk. 

Octavio speaks English well, 
Jiaviny-been educated in several 
Cuban-American schools. Hq wish- 
es to live someday in Cuba, but 
not until it is free. One of the 
first things he did when he ar- 
rived in'Miami was to sign up for 
any future invasion of Cuba.
